He was switched to 
sweeper when John Yzendoorn got injured, and now he’s 
headed not only for a possible league best player award, but

Melita must be in new NSL 


As we wait for an 
official decision 
about how the 1983 
regionalised National 
League competition 
will be constituted, 
State League clubs 
are queueing up to be 
included. 


First, let me say I prefer the 
NSL as itis at the moment, but 
I realise that changes have to 
be made to cut costs. Let’s 
face it, without a fortune in 
sponsorship on a regular basis, 
we cannot afford to keep 
paying high air fares for travel 
between cities as far apart as 
Adelaide and Brisbane. 

There’s been talk that the 
NSL has considered and rejec- 
ted an intricate national com- 
petition based on the U.S. 
model, but the most sensible 
set-up would be two divisions 
— north and south — of 12 
teams each: perhaps with 
some inter-region games 
during the season, 
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The top four of each region 
would play off at the end of the 
year for the national 
championship of Australia. 

Let’s have a look at the two 
possible regional com- 
petitions. First, we'll take the 
north. 

Obviously, it would include 
the five present Sydney-based 
NSL teams — Olympic, APIA, 
Sydney City, Marconi and St. 
George. 

It also would include Wollon- 
gong and Newcastle KB 





Soccer’s transfer 
and registration 
system is under no 
threat from the Silvio 
Foschini Supreme 
Court decision. In 
fact, the Victorian 
Football League now 
is forced to follow 
the example set by 
soccer in establishing 
the present contracts 
and transfer regu- 
lations. 


Mr. Justice Crockett ruled 
in the Supreme Court last 
week that Foschini was free to 
leave the South Melhourne 
Swans (VEL club and that any 
action by the Swans to stop 
him from doing so constituted 
restraint of trade. 

It was widely reported last 
week that the decision made 
the VFL’s entire registration 
and transfer system illegal. 

In another Supreme Court

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judgement handed down some 
years ago, Mr. Justice Broo- 
king ruled that soccer’s trans- 
fer rules — in this case those 
of the Victorian Federation — 
did not constitute an unreason- 
able restraint of a player’s 
trade. 7 

Mr. Justice Brooking was 
ruling in a case in which the 
VSF and Essendon Croatia de- 
fended an action against them 
by former Croatia goalkeeper 
John Kennedy. 

Mr. Justice Brooking, in his 
judgement, said: ‘‘The correct 
view is that any restraint on 
trade imposed by the con- 
stitution and rules of the Vic- 
torian Soccer Federation and 
its board of management and 
any restraint on trade imposed 
by the contract between the 
player and Essendon Soccer 
Club are reasonable.” 

He also said: ‘‘In my view 
the relevant restraints have 
been shown to afford no more

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Soccer administration, comparatively speaking, has all 
the difficulties, and traumas of a government and a big 
business put together. But, unlike a government, it does 
not have the continuity and specialised expertise of the 
public service in the back rooms. Unlike a big business, it 
does not have a professional management structure. 


More than government and 
big business, it is torn by pass- 
ions, affected by emotions. 
Quite opposed to government 
and big business it does not 
offer financial rewards, does 
not have the much needed full- 
time basis. Very unlike gov- 


ernment and big business, it — 


can become as addictive as 
drugs and gambling. 

What are the requirements 
and the reasons for going into 
such a difficult, dangerous, un- 
rewarding venture? Nobody 
can quite put a finger to it but 
it is a mixture of many things 
that represent the best and 
worst in human nature; the 
recipe being finally sprinkled 
with a tasty powder that has 
the unmistakable smell of 
vanity in varying degrees of in- 
tensity. 


Stagnant 

Many things have changed 
in soccer, and in society at 
large, in the past 20-30 years 
and the tempo of change has 
gathered ever increasing 
dynamism year after year. 

But one aspect of game 
has remained almost stag- 
nant: the structure, the philo- 
sophy, the system and, insome 
cases, the people who form the 
administration of the game; 
much more so at club level, 
but also at federation level as 
we will see in the concluding 
article on this series. 

Soccer has been in Australia 
for a long time as a game, but 
some 20-30 years ago it 
became much more than justa 
game and very much a social 
phenomenon. The post-war 
influx of migrants from the 
UK and Europe had produced 
a large percentage of the local 
population that did not identify 
with and almost resented local 
culture and customs and, after 
the early years of settling in 
and securing the essentials of 
life, was turning towards 
creating a social environment 
that would give them self as- 
sertion and gratification. 

Sport is the biggest and 
most accessible social equal- 
iser of them all with soccer the 
branch common to all these 
newcomers. 

Most of today’s leading 
clubs were formed at the time, 
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We are closing 


and most of them had a “New 
Australian’’ base (ethnic, in 
today’s language). The Ital- 


jans got behind the greatname | 





i HAVE been a soccer official for a number of yoars, both at 
club and federation level. It is always difficult and a little embar- 
rassing, to write about one’s former colleagues. Firstly you are up 
against a sense of group loyalty; secondly you may have been too 
close to the problem for too long; thirdly you may be accused of 
personal resentments, sour grapes or sheer vendetta.

of Juventus and clubs of that 
name mushroomed all over 
the country, Croatians im- 
mortalised the name of their 
region; the Jewish community 
made Hakoah its flag bearer in 
the soccer arena; the Greeks 
got behind Hellas and the other 
nationalities had George 
Cross, Polonia, Hungaria, Sla- 
via, Makedonia and so on. 

The British got in with the 
pre-war clubs that had always 
had a British flavor or started 
another string of ‘‘Rovers’’ 
and “‘Rangers.”’ 

So the game of soccer at- 
tracted the emotions, the fa- 


naticism, the cultural and po-- 


litical undertones present in so 
many ethnic groups. 

The officials reflected this 
by not being essentially soccer 
people. They included com- 
munity leaders, politicians in 
the very broad sense of the 
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word, people who saw in 
soccer the furtherance of their 
group's interests; successful 
businessmen eager to achieve 
social status; emerging busi- 
nessmen who wanted to rub 
shoulders with their leaders. 

Whatever their nature and 
whatever their motives, these 
people were nevertheless 
faithful to soccer. They had 
the moral fibre of those days 
and the fortitude of pioneers 

They did a great job at the 
time so soccer, and the com- 
munity in general, owes a lot 
to people of the calibre of Nino 
Borsari and Theo Marmaras, 
to name just two who readily 
come to mind. 

Conditions were also differ- 
ent. The economy was mostly 
booming, fresh migrants in 
their thousands had no other 
forms of entertainment or 
social contact, European first 


division players were arriving 
as migrants or refugees to 
cheaply create great teams 
and, most importantly, sheer 
hard work in those days was 
the surest and simplest key to 
success and the motivation to 
succeed was there in many 
forms. 


Elected 


How were clubs adminis- 
tered in those days? Just about 
exactly as they are now! A 
broad circle of members elect- 
ed a committee made up of a 
president, a couple of vice- 
presidents, a secretary, a trea- 
surer and commiteeemen. No 
previous experience was re- 
quired, no particular skills 
needed; but a bit of money, 
and the connections and avail- 
ability of time it carried with 
it. were helpful. 


True, with the passing of 
years, the educational and 
business skills of officials have 
reflected the natural improve- 
ment of the community at 
large. Today’s presidents can 
write more polished letters, 
are better spoken and move 
better in the intricacies of fi- 
nance than those pioneers did. 
But, on the negative side, the 
fortitude of the pioneers has 
gone, the moral fibre of those 
days is almost gone and the 
communities have developed 
the habit of “eating’’ their 
leaders. 


To better understand the 
problems faced and caused, by 
today’s officials, it is import- 
ant to understand soccer as the 
business it is in today’s world, 
and how it differs frdmin any 
other business. 


This understanding has to be 
deeper and more all-embra- 
cing than that emerging from 
the overused and often mean- 
ingless expressions that are 
often heard in soccer circles 
today, like “‘a businesslike ap- 
proach’’, ‘‘a professional ad- 
ministration”, and ‘“‘marke- 
ting of the game”. 


The business of soccer is the 
production and presentation of 
entertainment — a very vol- 
atile product — to a very vol- 
atile market. As such it is 
heavily based on emotions and 
enthusiasms that are very dif- 
ficult to control, to develop 
and to channel into the right 
direction. 


Having elected, rather than 
qualified, people as its admin- 
istrators, soccer, to be a suc- 
cessful business, would re- 
quire back rooms full of 
market researchers, financial 
advisers and planners, and a 
multitude of professionals skil- 
led in public relations, market- 
ing, man management, psy- 
chology and so on. 


Potential 


But it has nothing of the 
kind, mainly because officials 
consider themselves the ‘‘o- 
vernight experts’’ in all these 
specialised fields, 


Then, as a business, it would 
have to first assess the present 
potential market and its pos- 
sible growth, which would 
have to be consistently stimu- 
lated by very skilled, and very 
costly, techniques. Then the 
number and standard of 
employees would have to be 
decided, the amount to be 
invested would have to be 
arrived at and secured and 
finally the length of time to 
recoup the investment and go 
into a self-financing and then 
profitable situation would 
have to be clearly identified to 
avoid a collapse. 


If Myer had built its huge 
Bourke Street store in Woop 
Woop it would have had a 
market not big enough to pay 
for its window cleaning and 
would have gone bankrupt as a 
matter of course. 


On the other hand, had it 
built a one-room shop in the 
heart of a then fast-growing 
city it would have become a 
struggling little business not 
able to capitalise on the 
market opportunities and 
weighted down by the tre- 
mendous overheads of its loca- 
tion. 


In soccer the same prin- 
ciples should be applied in gen- 
eral and much more so for in- 
dividual clubs. Investments 
should be made in direct relat- 
ion to precisely established po- 
tential support (market) and 
provisions should be made for 
future growth 


Clubs like Juventus and 
George Cross of 10-20 years 
ago built a liftle shop in 
Bourke Street and have been 
struggling ever since, while 
clubs like Mooroolbark and 
Frankston City invested too 
heavily in Woop Woop and 
went bankrupt as a matter of 
course. 


It seems to follow then, that 
you build a huge department 
store in Bourke Street and 
you've got it made. Not at all! 
That is only the correct initial 


-amateur 
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decision. The real job comes in 
attracting a large portion of 
the huge potential market, re- 
taining it against new com- 
petitors, stimulating the 
customers’ needs for the pur- 
chase of more goods, following 
the fashions of the public, at- 
tracting always new 
customers to at least replace 
the ones you inevitably lose, 
and attracting young people to 
shop where their parents did. 


The qualified professional 
managers, the expert buyers, 
the competent and courteous 
store attendants are not there 
by coincidence; the window 
dressings, the escalators, the 
cafeterias, the air conditioning 
are not there by accident 
either; the promotions, the ad- 
vertising, the public relations 
exercises do not happen by a 
natural course of events. It is 
all planned, it is all research- 
ed, it all costs money. And, 
most importantly, it is not 
done by the board of directors 
who meet every now and then 
and who have probably many 
other interests in other boards. 
They set the policies and make 
the broad business decisions, 
and let the experts at all levels 
run the company on a day to 
day basis. 


Mishaps 


Could you imagine what a 
mess the average member of 
the board would make at 
window dressing, or if it order 
Stock running out it was neces- 
sary to get a decision from the 
board, or what would happen if 
fire erupted in the store and it 
was necessary to get the man- 
aging director to come on the 
scene before doing anything 
about it? 


Some people may say that 
these basic business principles 
are obvious and do not need to 
be stated. Rest assured they 
are not at all obvious in soccer 
circles. And the mishaps of a 
business where the board of 
directors does everything and 
decides everything could 
sound incredible. But in fact it 
happens every day in soccer, 


Many would say “‘where do 
you get the money to employ 
this army of experts?” Firstly 
the average soccer club does 
not need as many as the Myer 
Emporium, secondly many 
could be attracted on an honor- 
ary basis, thirdly they should 
not be considered a financial 
burden but an investment that 
produces directly more than it 
costs. 


Remember that to put on a 
game costs almost exactly the 
same whether you have 1000 or 
10,000 spectators, but the reve- 
nue varies from something 
like $3000 to something like 


’ 


The Cosmos tour of a few 
years ago was a very success- 
ful one. In Melbourne it attrac- 
ted a crowd of some 18,000 for 
a healthy profit. But in Sydney 
the same team was promoted 
by a specialist company at a 
very high cost, and it attracted 
over 50,000 spectators, making 
a fortune for the promoters, 
after paying all those experts 
and their expertise. 


On this subject we can only 
conclude that soccer adminis- 
trators, even those with a busi- 
ness background, do not under- 
stand the business of soccer 
and badly need the guidance 
and the participation, of full- 
time professional employees 
who specialise in sport admin- 
istration and promotion. The 
example is right in front of our 
noses if we care to look 
through the blinds of stupid 
prejudice and parochialism: 
the Victorian Football League, 
one of the world’s most profes- 
sional and successful sport en- 
terprises. 


Many soccer officials are at- 
tracted to a very difficult sce- 
nario by the desire to be the 
‘saviors’, and the recipients 
of glory and honor that follow 
They are jealous of their posi- 
tions in this regard and they 
want to do everything them- 
selves, want to be in every- 
thing, are like glutton children 
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in a chocolate factory or spoil- 
ed brats in a toy store. 


Glory 


The sharing of glory, or 
being pushed into the back- 
ground by the experts, is the 
real stumbling block to appoin- 
ting professional managers. It 
is not the expense of it at all, 
because this cannot be any- 
thing else but a profit-making 
investmen. It would be also the 
cheapest way out, even if offi- 
cials paid for the professional 
managers out of their own 
pockets and devoted more 
time to look after their private 
business interests. Over the 
years I have seen many busi- 
nessmen that lost fortunes by 
putting too much unproductive 
time and effort into soccer and 
neglecting their own-business- 
es. 


A committee of 10 business- 
men in a large State Legue or 
National League club would 
lose at least $100,000 a year by 
deterioration of their personal 
businesses, as well as health 
and family harmony. With that 
meney they could employ the 
best professional manager and 
a number of staff. They could 
then sit back and be the real 
board directors of a successful 
company; they could be more 
successful at their private 
businesses; they could fully 
enjoy their families and 
circles of new and old friends; 
they would not develop as 
many ulcers; they would not 
become so irrational under 
tremendous pressures and, 
most importantly, they would 
last longer in their positions 
for the good of their own per- 
sonal ambitions and for the 
good of the game. 


Some of these business prin- 
ciples have been put to work in 
the past but with little real 
understanding, with limiting 
provisos and insufficient time 
to bear fruit. 


Of all the clubs I am famil- 
iar with, perhaps South Mel- 
bourne Hellas is the one closer 
to accepting sound business 
principles in its adminis- 
tration. Good pointers are the 
appointment on a full-time 
basis, and at high cost one 
would imagine, of Rale Rasic 
as a general soccer manager 
much more than just a coach, 
the acquisition of top players 
for another little fortune and 
the announced appointment of 
a full-time promotions man- 
ager on top of the existing full- 
time clerk. 


South Melbourne Hellas is 
taking giant steps towards re- 
alising its huge market poten- 
tial. It will sueceed eventually 
if it allows itself enough time 
without changing direction 


again after inevitable initial 
setbacks, by controlling the 
emotional element and neu- 
tralising the most fanatical ex- 
pressions of its following. 


But the majority of clubs 
are in a very sorry adminis- 
trative state. The “overnight 
experts’’ are putting more 
nails in the coffins with their 
ignorance of the situation. 


There is usually a shortage 
of helpers around the officials, 
only because help is not en- 
couraged, because there is no 
ability to motivate and delega- 
te, no acceptance of the fact 
that all are entitled tg reeogni- 
tion and rewards even if it only 
means the occasional pat on 
the back. There is a tendency 
to dismantle everything inher- 
ited by previous adminis- 
trations, disregard everythin 
that is good and sacred, see 
immediate petty rewards and 
monuments to one’s ego. 


The vital problem of publi- 
city is eagerly but wrongly ap- 
proached. Instead of supplying 
solid information about teams 
and players, whom after all 
people go to grounds to watch, 
officials often are prepared to 
pay, to bribe, to con for the 
personal pleasure of seeing 
their names and their photos in 
the papers. Some of this occa- 
sionally filters through the 
media. If you look through the 
specialised Press or the soccer 
section of some newspapers 
you will probably find more 
photos and interviews of offi- 
cials than of players. You will 
even read of officials of a club 
that has won a string of 
championships and cups in 
recent years, making the very 
profound statement: “This 
year our club will be a force in 
the competition.’’ Anything to 
get your name and photo in the 
press! It does not matter if 
supporters cannot find out 
where the team is playing that 
week! 


The important field of man- 
management is approached by 
shouting orders at people who 
have no binding obligations to 
obey. If that does not work, 
sackings, suspensions and 
fines are applied. Players are — 
treated as robots who have no 
feelings, slaves who have no 
right to dignity, children who 
can be given the run-around 
from one official to another. 


Inter-club relations are 
almost non-existent because 
all other clubs are enemies, 
there cannot be common inter- 
ests and success can only be 
achieved by destroying the op- 
position. 


Maligned 


If this is really the case, one 
may ask, how come soccer has 
not collapsed a long time ago? 
For two good reasons, firstly 
because the game eventually 
turns out to be bigger than the 
individual, secondly because 
there are a good number of 
honest, modest, consistent and 
capable officials who really 
have the interest of the game 
at heart and usually don’t have 
their photos in the papers. 
These people keep the game 
going but the others we have 
been talking about make sure 
that the game does not pro- 
gress according to its great 
merits. 


And ultimately, the game 
has a great foundation in its 
much-maligned ethnic base. 
With its emotions, its passions 
and its furore, Australia’s 
overwhelming ethnic contin- 
gent, (British is just as ethnic 
as Greek and Italian) is an in- 
finite source of people, talent 
and money. Pity so much of it 
goes to waste. 





Two seek club 


New Zealand based coach Victor Ireland and his son Simon, a 
midfielder, are looking for clubs in Australia. 

Victor played in England for Leeds and Barnsley, in Sydney for 
Croatia, in Spain for Menorca and in Canada for Toronto Italia.

After 27 years in 
the precarious busi- 
ness of coaching, 
Frank Arok’s career 
could climax in June 
when his Australian 
team faces England 
in three inter- 
nationals. 


“That one week is all 
that matters now,” he says 
calmly. 


“Nobody really expects any- 
thing but three defeats, so 
there’s no pressure on us, 
unlike in the two recent 
matches against the Kiwis 
which we were supposed to 
win 

““A draw would be a sensa- 
tional result for us while a win 
would put Australia on the 
world map. 


““Let’s face it; for the aver- 
age Australian fan in any sport 
the biggest thing is to beat the 
English. Not the Germans, not 


the Argentnians, not the Pa- 
kistanis — but England. 

“T'm not saying we can doit 
— only that it would be a mile- 


stone for our soccer.”’ 


Arok is anything but a 
daydreamer; he knows the po- 
tential of the Australian team 
and the strength of the Eng- 
lish, too. The odds, he says, 
clearly point to a string of 
three England victories. 

“However, we must have a 
Slim chance,” he adds. ‘‘If 
Cyprus can hold Italy and 
Czechoslovakia to a draw, if 
the Greeks can get a draw at 
Wembley, if the Albanians can 
lose only by the odd goal to 
West Germany, why should 
there be no hope for us against 
the Poms?” 

Arok agrees that the English 
will carry a number of handi- 
caps. They will arrive after an 
inhumanly long season, some 
players having played up to 60 
matches 

They will be, inevitably, ina 
slightly relaxed mood. 

“In fact, they will find it 
hard to combat their superior- 
ity complex,”’ he says.

Contrary to what 
some may think, these paying 
customers know the difference 
between entertaining play and 
boredom. 

So, some of the clubs that 
are winning and still not draw- 
ing crowds, are experiencing 
the judgement of the ordinary 
fans. 

This leads me to recent arti-

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cles in “‘Soccer Action’’ about 
Watford’s style of play and 
Suggestions that this style — 
which supposedly is concerned 
simply with getting the ball 
forward as quickly as possible 
i should be pursued in Austra- 
ia. 
People who say such things 
Must not be too simplistic 
abot their judgements. Also, 
it is dangerous to encourage 
what by some would be inter- 
preted as ‘“‘kick and rush" 
football. 

Watford’s football is not 
;“kick and rush’’ and it can 
only be played by top-class 
professionals. First, you have 
to examine. the super ability 
of Watford’s strikers, Barnes 
and Blissétt. And the service 
they get is not made up of 
“accidental” balls. On the con- 
trary, it takes a hell of a lot of 
talent to play good 40 or 30- 
metre passes. Barnes and 
Blissett have the ability to 
deal with such balls, but I 
doubt very much that we have 
forwards in Australia with 
such ability.

players to implement it, other- 
wise we run the risk of “‘kick 
and run’ soccer which will 
alienate the fans even more. 

Indeed, I’ve already seen a 
few clubs which appear to 
have this sort of attitude. 

Instead of trying to draw the 
lead from Watford, let's have 
a look at what sort of football 
is Suitable to Australian 
climatic conditions. 

We had, for cxuiip., u year 
of hard grounds on which the 
ball moves much faster, 
making the game much differ- 
ent than it would be on a soft 
surface. The number of errors 
that occur on a soft ground are 
greater in number, which 
often forces players to kick the 
ball quickly away from their 
own goal for fear of such mis- 
takes occurring. That's OK in 
the wet, but we shouldn't en- 
courage it in general. 

When the weather gets up 
around 36 deg., the long bail 
game becomes impossible. 

magine players chasing after 
such balls at top pace in stif- 
ling heat. They'd 
collapse! Our climatic condi- 
tions are very similar to Bra- 
zil's, so wouldn't it be wiser to 
encourage the type of soccer 
that is played there? In the 
World Cup, we all saw Brazil's 
continuous procession of short 
passes, with only every 10th or 
so being aver a long distance. 
Italy, too, played a shorter 
game, based on organisation 
and playing the ball out from 
the back, via Gentile, Scirea, 
Cabrini and even flanker Conti 
who started very deep 

Our national youth team 
Plays such football, because 
the players all have great tech- 
nical ability — and these 
players a model for other 
teams to follow. 

Of course we had other 
great footballing teams in the 
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championships with excellent, 
entertaining build-up play, as 
did Marconi in its best season 
but when Roberto Veri de- 
clined, Marconi lost its rhythm 
and much of its possession 
and, ultimately, it lost a great 
team . 

Now Sydney Olympic, South 
Melbourne Hellas, St.George 
Budapest and Heidelberg ali 
are playing a similar sort of 
football based on composure 
and entertaining inter-passing 
and I’m sure all will be in con- 
tention for the championship 
title. 

And who's on top in Eng- 
land? None other than Liver- 
pool which also plays the ball 
around, and also Manchester 
United which does likewise.

drawals. 

Can you imagine them doing 
that in the senior World Cup? 

Brazil’s team in 1981 was, in 
the words of its coach Vava, a 
‘“‘makeshift’’ affair, ham- 
mered together in haste before 
departure. 

So poor was its 1981 youth 
crop that Tele Santana, then 
manager of Brazil — and vis- 
iting Australia for the matches 
in 1981 — said not one of them 
would ever play for Brazil.

At the same time aa 
true that the Youn at 
ceroos did catch the 
nation of the Aeatratiog 
Public and rightly so. 

I can pinpoint two main 
reasons for that. 

The first is that this team is 
genuinely Australian — boys 
born or raised in this country, 
no casts-off from some ob- 
scure British club. 

The fans — even the migrant 


fans — can associate with the 
players, which they often find 
difficult with the senior star. 


And the second reason, I 
suspect, is an instinctive rec- 
ognition of the fact that there 
is not much wrong with our 
soccer — at that level.

young Australians. 

Ray Baartz, Murray pam 
es, John 0’ Shea, Gary Manuel, 
Max Tolson, Geoff Warren, 
David Johnston and, more re- 
cently, Steve Hogg, Terry But- 
ler, Seb Giampaolo, Gary Ma- 
rocchi and several others all 
peaked at 20 or so. 

In fact, with rare exceptions 
like John Watkiss and John 
Warren, the majority even 
quit the game well before they 
are 30. 

Statistics from the past two 
World Cup finals proves that 
the average — and clearly 
ideal — age of an international 
player is 26 or 27. 

So our problem in Australia 
is not so much to produce 
promising and talented young- 
sters — which we now do — 
but to take them a giant step 
further towards a notable 
senior career. 

It shouldn’t be our aim to 
create, every two years, an ex- 
citing youth team, without en- 
suring that the same crop or at 
least some of the boys then 
progress further and mature 
into major, quality players. 

That is the true purpose of 
the World Youth Cup; that was 
the motive behind its estab- 
lishment. And countries which 
forget this will pay for their 
sins with continued mediocrity 
at senior level.

More than 200 en- 
thusiastic sporting- 
minded people attended

After giving full report

Several minutes later 
they came to the main 
point How to name the 
club Steve Shota (now 
deceased) proposed the 
name ‘‘Makedonia’’ as 
under this name all the 
Macedonians would be 
included irrespective of 
which part they come 
from. John lIanopoulou 
proposed the name ‘“‘Ale- 
xander the Great’’, the

historical king of Ma- 
cedonia. 


After discussing both 
proposals a decision was 
made to give the club the 
name of ‘‘Makedonia”’ 
and Daniels was to be the 
president of the club. 
After this the Macedo- 
nian community donated 
to the club its first jump- 
ers. 


The club was playing 
friendly games in 1957 
and 1958. In 1959 the club 
officially was registered 
with the V.AS.F_A. in 
the provisional league. 
The first game it played 
was against Richmond 
and the result was 2-2. 

In 1960 Daniels joined 
the disputes committee 
of the V.A.S.F.A. togeth- 
er Messrs. Thomas,

Makedonia uieraneeh Peter Ollerton, 32 
next month, has a wealth of experience as a 
player with Ringwood Wilhelmina, APIA, 
South Melbourne Hellas, Marconi and Foot- 
scray JUST and scored 20 goals in 55 games 


for Australia. 


Ollerton joined English 
club Blackpool when he 
was 15, as a right winger, 
and scored close to 35 
goals a year before joining 
Fleetwood in the Northern 
Premier League. After a 
season in which he chalked 
up 16 goals he was set to 
join Charlton Athletic until 
a dispute arose over the 
size of his transfer fee. 

Ollerton decided to 
come to Australia, to Wil- 
helmina, and scored 14 
goals in his first season 
here in 1973 when he was 
transferred to APIA Leich- 
hardt for $6500. 

He notched up a hat- 
trick in his first game for 
APIA as the Italian spon- 


ton finished with 15 goals 
that season, 18 goals in 
1974 and 17 goals in 1975.

Branov runs his own legal firm, John V. Branov and Co. 








John Branov may 
retire from soccer 
administration at 
the end of this sea- 
son. If so, he'll end 
the most successful 
presidential term in 
the history of Pre- 
ston Makedonia. . 

Branov was widely in- 
volved with the Macedo- 
nian Orthodox community 
long before his adminis- 
trative expertise was called 
upon by Preston Make- 

onia in 1969. 


“I've always been a keen 
sportsman. I wasn’t a soccer 
person in my early years, 
preferring to play Australian 
Rules football, baseball, 
tennis and basketball. But 
when Preston Makedonia ap- 
proached me I decided to 
offer my services in an ad- 
visory capacity,”’ said Bra- 
nov. 

Branovy joined a club with 
great ambitions, but hardly 
a semblance of adminis- 
trative stability. Com- 
mittees changed frequently, 
en masse, sometimes twice 
within the same year. The 
committee he was part of in 
1970 was completely revam- 
ped the following year. Dis- 
illusionment and business 
pressure forced Branov to 
resign early in 1971. 

That same year, Make- 
donia was demoted from 
Metro First Division to 
Second Division for failure 
to pay a $300 debt to the VSF. 


‘‘We were demoted be- 
cause of administrative bun- 
gling. I had left the club and 
the VSF was sending corres- 
pondence to the existing 
committee without respon- 
se. It concerned outstanding 
fees owed to the federation. 
A group of us, all former 
committeemen, got together 
and within 48 hours the debt 
had been paid but it was too 
late to save the club from 
being demoted,” said Bra- 
nov. 


“We held a general meet- 
ing and I stressed the need 
for stability within our ad- 
ministrative structure. 
From that day on until we 
won promotion to State 
League in 1975, Branko 
Trajanovski was club secre- 
tary and others remained on 
the committee for a similar 
period. I regard that as

He was educated at Cariton Primary School, University 
High School in Metbourne, and the Australian National 
University in Canberra. 

He first was co-opted onto the Makedonia committee 
in 1969, in an advisory capacity. He resigned in 1977 
then returned at the end of 1975 to join the general com- 
mittee. Before the 1976 season had started Branov had 
taken over as club secretary. He became vice president 
in 7978 and started his present reign as president in 
1979. 

His wife’s name is Helen. The Branovs have been mar- 
ried for 15 years and have four children — Michael, 13, 


Richard, 10, Paula, 9, and Andrew, 4. 


John Branov 
perhaps my major achieve- 
ment at the club.” 

Makedonia won the First 
Division championship in 
1975, clinching a State 
League berth. The com- 
mittee approached Branov 
and asked him to return. 
Branov agreed. 


He then set about rest- 
Tructuring the club con- 
stitution. The committee 
became elected on a tri- 
annual basis, one-third of its 
members up for election an- 
nually. Branov also took the 
opportunity to make the club 
an incorporated body — to 
limit the members liability 
with regard to debts and to 
enhance the club’s security 
with dealings with outside 
organisations. 


Preston Makedonia Soccer 
Club is a company limited by 
guarantee. It is an associ- 
ation registered under sec- 
tion 24 of the old Companies 
Act, which allows non-profit 
making organisations to 
form themselves into a 
limited association. No 
profit for personal gain is the 
keynote here. All profit goes 









to further the interests of the 
association as a whole. 

Branov has been a key 
figure in Makedonia’s deal- 
ings with the local Preston 
council. Their relationship 
can best be described as pre- 
marital. 


“The Preston council be- 
lieves in promoting recrea- 
tional activities but in our 
case, the council sometimes 
finds it hard to distinguish 
between a senior club and an 
amateur club. 


“We are a major club 
within the framework of 
Australian sport, yet we 
lease the ground on a year- 
to-year basis. We had 
trouble getting council ap- 
proval for advertising signs 
around our ground even 
though we have assured the 
council that we will plough 
back that money into ground 
improvement. 


“Not having a lengthy 
lease on the ground certainly 
is a major drawback. We 
want to build a grandstand 
and we could have access to 
the funds required, however, 
how can J approach a busi- 
nessman and ask him to give 
us a large sum of money 
when we can’t offer him the 
security of a lengthy use of 
our facilities?” 


Makedonia also is battling 
to get the council to erect 
directional signs to its 
Connor Reserve ground. 


The council, however, has 
no objection to the use of the 
name ‘‘Makedonia’’, even 
though the ethnic name 
purge still is part of ASF and 
VSF policy. 


“I don’t believe in force. I 
don't believe in telling some- 
one that he or she can’t use 
this or that name. I’ve 
argued this point at every 
level of Australian soccer’s 
administrative structure.

thing of reputation. If you 
keep repeating it, provided 
that it has no derogative 
sense, then people get used 
to it and accept it. The 
majority of our current sup- 
porters plainly want the club 
to be called Preston Make- 
donia. 

“It’s meaningless to say 
that ethnic names can’t be 
used. What’s ethnic and 
what’s not in this society 
anyway? Where do you think 
the name Mount Macedon 
came from? Or Port Phillip 
Bay? The English Phillip or 
the Macedonian Phillip? 
Certainly not from any Aus- 
tralian Phillip. 

“As far as I’m concerned, 
all the fuss about ethnic 
names. simply has promoted 
ethnic names.”” 

The proposed regionalisa- 
tion of the NSL won't be wel- 
comed with open arms by 
Branov. His club is one of 
the few in the NSL which is 
economically stable. Make- 
donia joined the NSL for the 
1981 season and recorded a 
slight deficit as its turnover 
jumped from $140,000 a year 
in State League, to $250,000 
in the NSL. However, Make- 
donia showed a_ slight 
surplus after last year’s 
operations. 

Makedonia also boasts 
magnificent social rooms, 
opposite its main ground in 
Reservoir. The rooms offi- 
cially were opened in Octo- 
ber, 1980. Two months later 
the club gained a full liquor 
licence. The following year, 
198}, the club was approach- 
ed by an agent on behalf of 
his client who wanted to buy 
the social rooms and turn 
them into private reception 
rooms. The agent offered 
Makedonia $500,000 but the 
club refused. 

“We're very sound finan- 
cially and we would have few 
problems continuing in the 
national competition in its 
present format. 


“Skyrocketing costs, espe- 
cially in the area of travel, 


and the inability to gain 
major sponsorship, have 
forced the NSL to consider 
changing its league struc- 
ture, We must reduce costs. 
Regionalisation is one way 
of doing so. 

“T’ll be disappointed if we 
can’t find a solution to our 
problems and continue in our 
present format. I hope that 
whatever happens next year, 
we won't lose the quality of 
competition we presently 

enjoy.

Bryant is 
Canberra's 


bright light 


One player who bears 
no blame for Canberra 
City’s recent poor form is 
Steve Bryant, who has 
bean showing the ability 
suggested by his record in 
English soccer. 

Bryant signed professional 
forms for Birmingham City in 
July, 1971, after serving as an 
apprentice with the club but 
had to wait more than three 
years before making his First 
Division debut against Cov- 
entry City. 

Towards the end of the 1974- 
75 campaign, he appeared to 
have made the Birmingham 
No. 3 jersey his own and 
played a significant part in the 
club's run through to the semi 
final of that season’s FA Cup. 

Only an unlucky 1-0 defeat 
by Fulham robbed the young 
full back of an appearance at 
Wembley during his first erm 
of top grade soccer. 

Further disappointments 
followed for Bryant, as he lost 
favor with manager Willie 
Bell. Senior team opportu- 
nities became spasmodic and a 
transfer inevitable. 

Sheffield’ Wednesday 
seemed to be his destination 
and he actually played three 
games there on loan, but failed 
to secure a permanent con- 
tract. 

One of Bryant’s matches 
with ‘The Owls'’ was against 
Northampton Town, which 
was sufficiently impressed by 
his performance to sign him 
from Birmingham. 

With City, he had made 36 
league appearances, lining up 
alongside such notable person- 
alities as Howard Kendall, 
Trevor Francis, Kenny Burns, 
Gary Sprake, Bob Hatton, 
Malcolm Page and Peter 
Withe. 

Bryant, now converted to 
midfield, had little opportunity 
to be star-struck at North- 
ampton though, particularly 
when the club tumbled into 
Division Four in 1977. 

A total of 97 league games 
were played for ‘The 
Cobblers’’ before he moved to 
Portsmouth. 

The Londoner’s teammates 
while he was with Portsmouth 
included subsequent England 
international Steve Foster, 
plus lan Purdie and John Lath- 
am, both of whom also extend- 
ed their careers in the NSL. 

Bryant was one of the 
Hampshire club’s most con- 
sistent and hardy performers. 
When it gained promotion 
from Division Four in 1979-80, 
he missed only two matches. 

In total 111 league appear- 
ances were made for the once 
famous ‘‘Pompey’’ contrib- 
uting much to the club's revi- 
val. 

A gifted player who produc- 
es some neat touches, the 29- 
year-old could well become 
one of ACT soccer's favorite 
adopted sons.

“No one should under- 
estimate him because he is 
both a very good coach and 
also a very good manager 
but the two are not neces- 
sarily the same thing, al- 
ough he happens to be very 
good at both.”

It was a meaningful dis- 
cussion between an ex-player 
with lots of experience in the 
game and me, in my capacity 
as a staff coach for the Natio- 
nal Coaching Scheme, 


The person concerned is not 
coaching at the moment, 
mainly because of business 
commitments, but I detected a 
tone of resentment in his 
words. 


It genuinely grieved him 
that ex-players within Victoris 
are currently out of the game. 
He led me to believe that this 
was because they were unable 
to secure coaching positions at 
clubs, despite several at- 
tempts, because ‘‘they had no 
certificates.” 


He found it difficult to 
understand how clubs could 
hand over such an improtant 
post to coaches just because 
they have a coaching 
certificate 


I personally think that is an 
over simplification of the situ- 
ations as most club coaches 
that I know, with certificates, 
have a lot more to offer than 
just a piece of paper. Never- 
theless, the point is well made 
that a lot of experienced 
people in the game do drift 
away from it when in fact they 
could provide a valuable input. 


However, care must be 
taken not to blame the sys- 
tem, in this case the National 
Coaching Scheme, for some- 
one's inability or reluctance to 
take advantage of that same 
system. 


‘The realisation of what 
coaching is about is para- 
mount in this debate. The 
belief that one has learned 
enough through a playing 
career to equip him for, a 
coaching career is a myth.

The most 
important thing to know is the 
potential of the individual and 
then set to work in a logical 
way to ensure that that 
person realises his or her po- 
tential. All the thinking in edu- 
cation is about helping people 
to realise their potential how- 
ever humble that potential 
may be. 


“Very few people do achieve 
it and therefore the challenge 
of coaching is to help players 
achieve their potential. 
Perhaps the greatest achieve- 
ment in itself for the player of 
coach is in actually realising 
and reaching his own poten- 
tial. 


It is not the intention of 
coaching courses to teach 
candidates how the game must 
be played. Rather its a rermin- 
der of what the principes of the 
game are in attack and 
defence and a suggestion of 
ways of teaching those princi- 
ples 


Candidates with a practical 
background in the game are 
helped to teach the knowledge 


they have gained in their ca- 
reers. It is one thing to have 
secured the knowledge and an- 
other to be able to teach it 


There are various reasons 
why people do not attend 
coaching courses not the least 
of which is the time required 
to do so 


Howere, I honestly believe 
that there is a fear element 
existing among people in our 
game who find it hard to come 
and put themselcves on show. 


The coaching courses are 
practical ones which are done 
on the playing field and not ina 
classroom so each candidate 
has ample opportunity to 
coach his fellow candidates. 


Of coursé, everybody will 

* not agree with every thing that 

is said or done in the courses 

but I guarantee one thing — 

everybody who takes a coach- 

ing course will learn some- 
thing. 


I agree that it’s a pity, 
maybe ever wrong, that people 
with vast experience in the 
game are not involved. How- 
ever, I don't agree that it is the 
fault of the National Coaching 
Scheme. Rather, I feel it could 
be some peoples reluctance to 
ever give the system a go.

During their oxpedition to 
Mexico, the Australian Coca Cola 
Cup team will encounter many 
players of exceptional quality. It 
Is doubtful if any will have a finer 
pedigree than Scotland captain 
Paul McStay, with whom thay 
are scheduled to cross swords on 
June 5. 


McStay, although only 18 last Octo- 
ber, is well on course to become one of 
the finest players his country ever has 
produced. 

Even as a 14 year old, he showed ex- 
ceptional ability and became Billy 
McNeill's first signing on a school- 
boys’ form upon taking over the Celtic 
managership in the summer of 1978. 


The Hamilton Holy Cross High 
School student subsequently became a 
full time professional by courtesy of 
the British Government’s Job Crea- 
tion Scheme — taking the downright 
risky step of curtailing his education. 

McStay though, was confident he 
had the right credentials to become a 
successful professional and certainly 
his background supported that view- 
point, for great uncle Wille McStay 
Starred with Celtic and Scotland in the 
1920s, while brother Willie also is on 
the Parkhead ground staff. 

Fame had spread beyond his own 
locality during the 1980 England v 
Scotland schools international at 
Wembley. The televised thriller ended 
in a 5-4 win to the Scots, with McStay 
grabbing two fine goals. 

He didn’t have too long to wait before 
getting senior soccer opportunities, 
making his first team debut for Celtic 
against Queen of the South in a Scot- 
tish Cup tie and soon cemented a regu- 
lar place. 


A Scottish League championship 
winners’ medal would have been a 
prestigious enough memento of his 
first full season in top class football, 
yet an even greater honor awaite 
him. : 

Captain of the Caledonians’ under-18 
team, McStay led it to the UEFA 
youth championship — a remarkable 
feat, not only being Scotland's first 
such success, but it was achieved 
without the services of six key players 
all left at home to contest the Scottish 
Cup final and sit university exam- 
inations. 


Despite his tender age, the Celtic 
teenager is approaching half a century 
of international appearances — 16 at 
schoolboy level, 24 for the youth team 
and a handful of under-21 caps. 


Already, he has been compared with 
Jim Baxter, Scotiand’s most illustri- 
ous post war linkman, being a superb 
distributor, capable of producing 
defence splitting passes, finishing ef- 
ficiently and displaying touches of 
silky elegance. 


Many English clubs have flashed 
their cheque books in front of Billy 
McNeill's eyes, but he has steadfastly 
refused to consider parting with his 
talented young midfielder, realising 
that McStay would be a cornerstone of 
Celtic’s bid to regain European glory. 


The young Socceroo midfielders will 
be able to make up their own minds 
about McStay after matching abilities 
with him in Toluca.

Few players outside Brazil or Italy could have man- 
aged that. Even fewer could have admitted — as Nich- 
olas did Jater — that he had actually been-considering 
two options when he received the ball. 

If one of the defenders in front of him had moved to 
challenge, Nicholas explained, he was going to flick 
the ball over his head, go round him and then shoot. 

Nicholas’ impact did not surprise Celtic fans. They 
had long been eagerly anticipating the moment that 
their “‘Cheerful Charlie’’ would don the dark blue of 
Scotland. 

Ironically, it is current national team manager 
Jock Stein who introduced Nicholas to full-time foot- 
ball, signing him from the unattached Celtic Boys’ 
Club in March, 1979. 

Fifteen months later he was representing “‘The 
Bhoys"’ senior selection and immediately started to 
find the net with uncanny regularity, scoring 28 goals 
from 35 games in the 1980-81 season, in which he 
earned a championship medal and the ‘Young Player 
of the Year’’ award. 

The skinny wee lad who had been attending St. Col- 
umba’s of Iona Roman Catholic School just two years 
earlier seemed set for instant superstardom, but he 
was to discover that soccer is not all glory. 

A minor illness kept him out of the Celtic team 
during the early matches of the following season and 
upon recovering found that replacement George 
McCluskey was playing too well to be discarded. 

Nicholas had to be content with a long session on 
the substitutes’ bench, relieved only by the occasional 
run in the reserves. 

It was during a game with the “stiffs’’ that the 1981- 
82 campaign, then merely an anti-climax, became a 
nightmare. Playing against Morton’s second eleven 
on a semi-thawed pitch, Nicholas suffered a broken 
leg in a badly timed tackle. 

His right leg remained in plaster for two months 
but thankfully he had sufficient character, discipline 
and patience to work hard-on securing recovery, = 
though it wasn’t until this season that a first tea 
place was reclaimed. | 

The ‘‘second coming"’ of Nicholas has been even 
more startling than the first, his goal scoring being so 
prolific that he is well on course for the magic figure 
of 50 in the campaign. 

With explosive pace over 10 yards, excellent ball 
control and a shot which has gained him the nickname 
‘Cannonball Kid’’, Nicholas is a natural striker. 

A cheerful, cheeky disposition, plus the love for en- 
tertaining the fans, has made him a huge favorite on 
Celtic’s terraces 

Off the paddock, his love fer rock music and 
modern fashions — he admits to having spent a not-so- 
small fortune on clothes, has not lost him a homely, 
stable image. Nicholas still lives with his parents. 

Like George Best, Nicholas enjoys discotheques, 
nightclubs and bars although he admits: ‘I’ve got to 
be more cautious now I'm in the public eye but I still 
have laughs visiting pubs. 

“People say I must be drunk but it’s just my nature 
to be cheerful ...after all, I can only play football 
when I’m happy.”’ 

With Kenny Dalglish frustratingly incapable of con- 
sistently producing clubs form for country, Scotland 
has not had a genuine world class forward to boast 
about since Dennis Law was in his prime.
